GWU RESEARCH TEAM TO EXAMINE RIDE-SHARING 
ATTITUDES IN WASHINGTON AREA 

WASHINGTON, D.C.—Current consumer attitudes about ride-sharing 
in the metropolitan Washington area will be examined by a George 
Washington University study group during the next year. 

The Federal Highway Administration (FHWA) is funding the study 
being conducted by the Behavioral Studies Group of the Program of Polic: 
Studies in Science and Technology at GW. 

During the initial phase of the three-part study, the research 
team will interview 25 panels of transportation consumers who represent 
a cross-section of area residents who utilize various means of 
transportation. The second phase will ascertain attitudes concerning 
ride-sharing among area residents. 

Finally, the study group will present recommendations for 
policy changes to various consumer panels, planners and policy makers. 

Joseph B. Margolin, Director of the Behavioral Studies Group, 
and Marion Ruth Misch, Deputy Director, are co-investigators for 
the study.

CONTINUING EDUCATION FOR WOMEN AT GWU 
TO OFFER EXPANDED PROGRAM IN FALL '75 

WASHINGTON, D.C.—The program in Continuing Education for Women 
(CEW) at The George Washington University, which has served more 
than 5,000 women since 1964, announces an expanded schedule during 
the Fall '75 semester. 

Developing New Horizons for Women , which began as the first 
group counseling course for adult women in the United States, will 
be offered at 8 locations in Maryland, Virginia, and the District 
of Columbia to aid homemakers in planning educational and career 
options. Many women have embarked on rewarding second careers or 
are continuing their education to prepare for careers when their 
family responsibilities decrease. Career Development for Employed 
Women , an adaptation of the original course, is assisting business 
and government women to plan for their career advancement. Career 
Planning for Young Women is designed to assist women 16 to 20 years 
old in educational and career planning. Other group counseling 
courses to be offered during Fall semester include Single Again , 
for widowed, divorced, and separated adults; and Pre-Retirement 
Planning . These counseling courses, led by professional counselors, 
are offered during the day, in the evenings, and on Saturday mornings 
both on campus and in the suburbs.

Selected credit courses, taught by University faculty, are 
scheduled at convenient locations in the suburbs. Academic advising 
is available to assist students. 

A variety of noncredit courses are offered, including Mathematics 
Review, CLEP (College Level Entrance Examinations) Review, How to 
Study, and Creative Thinking and Problem-Solving, both on and off 
campus. 

A recent development in the CEW Program is a series of career 
counseling and interpersonal skills-oriented workshops tailored for 
government agencies and businesses planned to assist in upward 
mobility and affirmative action programs. 

Registration for counseling courses, credit and noncredit 
subjects, and career certificate programs is now taking place in 
Room 621 at the University Library, 2130 H Street Northwest.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — An exhibition of etchings and lithographs 
by Joseph Pennell from the permanent collections of The George 
Washington University will be on display in the university's Dimock 
Gallery September 9 through October 10. The gallery, off the Lower 
Lounge of Lisner Auditorium, GWU, is open to the public without charge 
Monday through Friday from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Pennell was an American illustrator and printmaker active from 
1880 to 1926. It is said that he had a profound effect on the history 
of graphic arts in America and that through his endowment of the Divi¬ 
sion of Prints and Photographs of the Library of Congress, the division 
has been able to encourage graphic artists and to exert a continuous 
influence on the quality of print collecting. 

Pennell presented images of the power of American industrial 
architecture and of the city's vertical lines in his prints through 
his use of linear elements and the play of light against dark. His 
subjects include train terminals, skyscrapers under construction, and

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smcking steel mills. 

The Pennell Collection was a gift to George Washington Univer¬ 
sity from Mrs. Richard Evans Norton of Philadelphia in 195Many 
of the prints have recently been returned to the University after 
being exhibited in United States embassies abroad through the Art in 
Embassies program of the U. S. Department of State.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Elaine Reuben, formerly with the Department of 
English at the University of Wisconsin at Madison, has been appointed 
the first full-time director of the Women Studies Program at The 
George Washington University, effective September 1. 

A graduate of Brandeis and Stanford Universities, Dr. Reuben has 
taught at the University of Massachusetts at Boston, the University 
of Utah, and Stanford University, as well as at the University of 
Wisconsin at Madison. She is a past co-chairwoman of the Modern 
Language Association Commission on the Status of Women in the Pro¬ 
fession, and has lectured and consulted widely on women, education 
and the arts. She has contributed articles and reviews to The New 
Republic , The Progressive , and other publications, as well as author¬ 
ing papers on dramatic and contemporary literature, women and litera¬ 
ture, and criticism. 

The GW Women Studies Program currently includes more than 100 
Masters degree candidates in a 36-hour interdisciplinary curriculum. 
Students combine courses in Women Studies with other courses from 
such areas as public administration, management science, history, 
psychology, sociology, and education.

GWU RESEARCHER TO STUDY POSSIBLE EFFECTS OF CERTAIN 
PRESCRIPTION DRUGS ON THE NEWBORN NERVOUS SYSTEM 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Dr. John W. Dailey, assistant professor of 
pharmacology at The George Washington University School of Medicine 
and Health Sciences, has been awarded a two-year grant, totaling 
$40,671, for scientific research by the National Foundation-March 
of Dimes. Dr. Dailey will investigate the possibility that certain 
commonly prescribed drugs can cause congenital defects in the ner¬ 
vous system that go unnoticed at birth. 

Dr. Dailey's research will focus on the effects that four 
different tranquilizer-type drugs and amphetamines, given to rats 
during pregnancy, have on the nervous system of the offspring. The 
offspring will be closely examined for changes in the levels of 
chemicals that transmit nerve impulses in the autonomic nervous 
system, responsible for involuntary functions of the body such as 
digestion, heartbeat, and hormone secretion. 

Any deviation from normal nervous system response would mean. 
Dr. Dailey feels, that the particular drug in question may be poten¬ 
tially hazardous to a developing fetus. Further studies will have 
to be done to confirm the results, but the research could strenghten 
the warning that physicians give to pregnant women: stay away from 
all drugs unless specifically prescribed. 
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
